Don’t Be Fooled 
By Spencer’s Statement 
in Sunday’s Press 


Out of over twenty-four hundred criminal cases disposed of in this 
County in the last three years and nine months, Mr. Spencer claims to 
have contested ten. Since I have been Prosecutor, he has appeared in only 
two jury criminal trials in the Circuit Court. In one, where he appeared 
with another attorney, after Hie case was submitted to the jury, it re­ 
mained out over twenty-four hours and rendered a verdict of not guilty; 
and the other, in which he alone appeared, a conviction was obtained. 


In Justice Court he appeared in three jury trials. In one, a drunk charge 
preferred by State Police, the jury acquitted. In the other two convictions 
were obtained but one was reversed because of the accidental omission of 
a line in the complaint and the defendant died afterwards so no further 
proceedings were taken. The other was a non-support case where the par­ 
ties were reconciled and further proceedings dropped. 


The number of acquittals upon trials during my administration have 
been negligible, not being over fifteen to twenty in both Justice and Circuit 
Courts for the entire period. Practically all of these were petty cases dis­ 
posed of summarily in justice court. 


Cases are not brought by the Prosecutor but by the officers. They must 
act promptly generally, without ample time to investigate. 
Rarely have 
they made mistakes. When it has been determined that the cases would 
not stand, the Prosecutor has dismissed them, except those that were very 
close, in which he was compelled to try them, whatever the outcome. 


I have not become personal in this campaign or invited personalities but 
because of my opponent’s eleventh hour misleading statements, I call your 
attention to his statement about being your neighbor and practicing in 
this County for the last twenty-five years. 
A number of years ago he 
closed his office in Escanaba and for several years was living and practic­ 
ing in other localities in Indiana and Michigan, finally returning to Escan­ 
aba to enter the office of another attorney, about three years ago. 


I gladly invite you to investigate his standing and reputation as a 
lawyer and as a citizen, and mine as well, and then vote accordingly.
